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GRECIAN SEAMEN. 
T doth often happen, that many of the Exgliſb Seamen 
dying in their Voyages, or after their Arrival at Smyrna, 
and other Parts of Greece, the Zny/i/ſh Merchants are 
forced 10 hire Grecians to man their Ships for their Re- 
turn; and many of them ſuch as have Wives and Children 
at home. Theſe being no Subjects of Eng/ard, but Subjects 

vither. to the 7arks, or to the Yenerians, ought not to be 
preſſed to r A= thelr Wills, neither by the Laws of 

ml, nor by the Law of Nations, much leſs by the Laws 
of hriſtianiry, which require Charity to all Men, and more 
_ eſpecially to Strangers. Notwithſtanding they are often 
preſs d by our Preſs-maſters; and ſome, when they come on 

eg pro again before they have received their Arrears ; 
und tt! in Service here to the Damage of their Families 
at home; und ſome to fave themſelves are forced to abſcond, 
amd thed ure prickd Run, and fo loſe all. And there are 
Eompured to be about 40 or 50 of theſe now on board Her 

Majeſty's Fb. All which being contrary to Law, and 
Senkung in 2 Chriſtian State, is to be preſumed to be 
Adi without the Knowledge of the Lord High Admiral or 
his Guell; and therefore may be hoped will be taken into 
 Coirfiderativn, and be rectified upon Notice of it, as a matter 

of more Seandal than Advantage to the State, and indeed of 
no Advantuge art all, ſince they come not to ſtay, but to ſerve 
for Wages, and would of themſelves do fo, either in the Navy, 
or on Merchant-Ships, out of which the more Emgii/h might 
be ſpared. "FEB ELSE, 
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WEE there no more than this in the Caſe, it might de- 
ſerve to be conſidered by all Perſons who have any 
Senſe of Religion, or of the Honour of the Nation : but upon 
farther Diſcourſe with an intelligent Greczay, it appears to be 
more conſiderable : For whereas they might have very con- 
ſiderable 4dvantages in divers reſpects in the Service of the 
Turks, they chooſe rather to ſerve Chriſtians ; tho' many of

ates where they ſerve; 1. To take 
Pity on them as Chriſtian Sufferers and for Chriſtianity i; and 
\ufterthem.to 11 7 to ſerve whom and 
where they pleaſe for their own Advantage i and to let them 
Who ſerve have their Wages duly paid without delay or 
trouble: 2. That ſome Proviſions may be made for their - 
ftrudion, both at Sea and Land, which may be done with- 
out building of Churches or any extraordinary Charge: At 
Land, by allowing a moderate Maintenance: for one or two 
proper Perſons at moſt, and a convenient ordinary Houſe ; 
and at Sea, by letting them all ſerve together in the ſame 
Ship, and ſuch as goes to their own Country, and one 
or two fit Perſons to inſtruc them. 14 Fr 
But inſtead of any thing of this, they are commonly ſo 
uſed by our Preſs-Maſters, that they cawplain, that they do 
but change their Slavery; that they are pull'd and hall d by 
the Preſs · Maſters like Dogs out of the Merchant-Ships and 
put upon Men of War; that they are kept on Service ſo 
long that they have no reaſonable Opportunity to ſee or re- 
lieve their Families and Relations; that there is little Care 
taken of them when they are ſick at Land, but are often prigke 
run; and that of thoſe who are kill d or die at Sea, thelt Ar- 
rears very rarely come to their Relations. All this migt 
be remidied without any Prejudice to the Service of Her 
Majeſty, by an Order to —— them all, and ſet them 
to engage themſelves where they.pleaſe; and for the ſpeedy
